Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, filed 21 January 2009, have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The previous rejections of claims 11-20 have been withdrawn. The 
examiner agrees with the arguments on pp. 4-5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 1 and 15-20 are allowed.

a. Regarding claim 11, the prior art of record does not teach or render obvious a 
method for controlling the feeding of a web substrate having all of the steps and 
structure as claimed, including determining a current printing length of a printing press 

by calculating l = 7ui — , wherein u)i is an angular velocity of a feed cylinder that feeds

the web, and u)2 is an angular velocity of a blanket cylinder that receives the web, and 
further varying the web tension by varying the length of the web substrate fed during 
one time interval as a function of a deviation of a current printing length from the printing 
length to be achieved.
